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Matlovich  Loses  Decisive  Round  in  Court

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  —  Former  Air  Force 
Tech.  Sgt.  Leonard  Matlovich’s  legal  battle  to 
remain  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force  suffered  a  decisive 
and  perhaps  final  defeat  last  Friday,  July  16,  when 
Federal  District  Judge  Gerhard  A.  Gesell  upheld 
the  Air  Force’s  right  to  discharge  homosexuals.  In 
his  dismissal  of  the  openly  gay  former  sergeant’s 
suit  against  the  Air  Force,  Gesell,  considered  one 
of.  the  most  liberal  and  fair-minded  judges  on  the 
federal  bench,  ruled  that  the  military  has  the  right 
“to  establish  standards  of  behavior.”  Matlovich, 
the  judge  ruled,  “did  not  meet  his  burden”  to  live 
up  to  all  of  the  Air  Force  standards. 

Judge  Gesell  was  clearly  unhappy  with  his  own 
decision  and  relied  on  opinions  which  higher 
courts  had  made  previously.  “This  is  a  distressing 
case,  a  bad  case,”  he  said.  “The  homosexual 
problem”  should  be  re-examined,  the  judge  said. 
“It’s  impossible  to  escape  the  feeling  that  the  time 
may  have  arrived.” 

The  judge  had  high  praise  for  Sgt.  Matlovich 
himself,  stating  that  Matlovich  had  provided  a 
“most  commendable,  highly  useful  service  with  the 
Air  Force.”  However,  Judge  Gesell  added,  “The 
court  reached  its  decision  as  a  judge  mustfdolon  the 
law.” 

Supreme  Court  Decision 

The  U.S.  Supreme  Court’s  recent  ruling  uphold¬ 
ing  the  rights  of  individual  states  to  make  laws 
regulating  private  sexual  conduct  played  a  large 
part  in  Judge  Gesell’ s  decision  as  well  as  in  the 


reactions  of  both  Sgt.  Matlovich  and  his  lawyer, 
David  Addlestone.  In  his  decision  Judge  Gesell 
stated  that  “It  is  now  clear  from  recent  [Supreme 
Court]  cases  that  there  is  no  constitutional  right  to 
engage  in  homosexual  actions.” 

“There’s  no  doubt  that  recent  Supreme  Court 
decisions  have  paid  deference  to  government  insti¬ 
tutions,”  David  Addlestone,  Matlovich’s  lawyer, 
told  GCN.  “And  the  sodomy  law  decision  by  the 
court  made  it  clear  that  gays  have  no  protected 
interest.  That  case  did  damage  to  our  case,  un¬ 
questionably.” 

Former  Sgt.  Matlovich  agreed  with  his  lawyer’s 
opinion  on  the  effects  of  the  court  decision.  “I 
believe  that  because  of  the  Virginia  case  that  our 
chances  in  the  courts  are  zero.  Gesell  was  on  our 
side.  But  he  said,  ‘I’m  bound  by  the  law.’  When 
as  liberal  and  well-qualified  a  judge  as  Gesell  is 
against  us,  we  have  almost  no  chance.” 

•  ^  Appeal  In  Doubt 

Matlovich  and  his  lawyers  have  not  yet  reached 
a  decision  on  whether  to  appeal  the  case  or  not. 
They  have  60  days  to  decide  whether  to  appeal  to 
the  District  of  Columbia  Court  of  Appeals  and  to 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court.  “Judge  Gesell 
was  our  best  bet,”  lawyer  Addlestone  conceded. 
“We  will  be  meeting  with  the  greatest  legal  minds 
in  this  country  in  the  next  60  days,”  former  Sgt. 
Matlovich  said.  “But  I  am  afraid  that  if  we  go 
further  in  this  case  that  the  courts,  having  ruled 


that  we  have  no  right  to  privacy,  will  rule  that  we 
have  no  right  to  work  either.  This  could  make 
things  even  more  openly  oppressive.  It  might  be 
worth  it  to  wait  and  see  if  we  might  get  a  more 
liberal  Supreme  Court  in  the  future.  But  the 
problem  fs  that  all  the  oldest  judges  are  the  most 
liberal  ones.” 

Gains  and  Losses 

Both  lawyer  Addlestone  and  Sgt.  Matlovich  saw 
many  good  things  coming  out  of  the  case,  despite 
the  Gesell  ruling.  “Even  if  we  don’t  appeal,” 
Addlestone  told  GCN,  “we  got  a  reasoned  public 
debate,  lots  of  publicity,  and  a  judge  who  strongly 
criticized  the  military.  Judges  are  not  legislatures 
and  we  have  to  realize  that.” 

“I’m  crushed,”  Sgt.  Matlovich  told  GCN  in  a 
telephone  interview.  “I’ve  given  up  everything  and 
the  system  has  let  me  down.  But  the  word  defeat 
is  not  in  my  vocabulary.  W^’ve  won  a  lot  already. 
What’s  important  now  is  that  people  in  high  places 
begin  to  come  out.  Only  gays  can  end  our  own 
oppression,  only  we  can  make  our  own  libera¬ 
tion.”  Matlovich  plans  to  put  most  of  his  energy 
into  the  projected  Matlovich  Foundation,  soon  to 
be'  established  in  Columbus,  Ohio.  The  purpose  of 
the  foundation  is  to  work  for  gay  rights  causes. 
“We’re  taking  our  time,  we’re  raising  money, 
we’re  trying  to  be  more  professional,”  said 
Matlovich.  “I  promise  something  fabulous  in  the 
near  future,  but  I  can’t  say  what  that  will  be.” 


Democratic 

NEW  YORK  —  The  Democratic 
Party’s  Women’s  Caucus  and  Youth 
Caucus  went  on  record  in  support  of 
gay  rights  at  the  Democratic  Party’s 
convention  held  in  New  York’s 
Madison  Square  Garden  last  week. 
The  Democratic  Women’s  Agenda 
’76  unanimously  -passed  a  resolution 
stating  that  “the  attainment  of  civil 
rights  for  lesbians  and  gay  men 
continues,  to\be  a  priority  of  the 
Democratic  Women’s  Agenda.”  The 
women  also  resolved  “to  work  for 
the  incorporation  of  guarantees  .  .  . 
for  gay  civil  rights  ...  in  the 
resolutions  and/or  platform  to  be 
adopted  at  the  1978  Midterm 
Convention  of  the  Democratic 
Party.”  The  caucus  also  pledged  to 
cooperate  with  other  groups  to  co¬ 
ordinate  strategies  to  gain  passage  of 
the  National  Gay  Rights  bill  and  gay 
rights  legislation  on  local  levels. 

The  Youth  Caucus  resolution, 
which  unlike  the  Women’s  vote,  was 
not  unanimous,  was  far  less  ambi¬ 
tious.  “We  recognize  that  gay  people 
of  all  ages  are  discriminated  against 
because  of  their  sexual  or  affectional 
preference  and  have  been  joined  by 
others  in  working  openly  towards  the 
passage  of  protective  legislation  and 
the  removal  of  laws  which  unfairly 
oppress  them,”  the  Caucus  stated. 
“Therefore  be  it  resolved  that  the 
Youth  Caucus  of  the  1976  Demo¬ 
cratic  Convention  support  the 
formation  of  a  Gay  Rights  Caucus 
within  the  Democratic  Party  and 
pledge  our  support  to  that  effort.” 

An  attempt  to  get  the  Black  Cau¬ 
cus  to  issue  a  similar  statement  of 
support  was  unsuccessful.  Rep. 
Shirley  Chisholm  of  New  York  was 
approached  and  agreed  to  back 
getting  the  caucus  to  issue  a 
statement  but  was  unable  to  bring  up 
the  idea  because  of  other  commit¬ 
ments.  She  passed  on  the  informa¬ 
tion  but  the  Black  Caucus  never  £Ot 
to  consider  it. 

Jean  O’Leary,  who  was  an  openly

gay  delegate  at  the  convention,  told 
GCN  that  the  decision  of  the  two 
caucuses  had  “a  lot  of  significance. 
We’re  making  inroads  now.  The 
Women’s  Caucus  will  help  make  us  a 
priority  within  the  Democratic  Party 
now  just  as  NOW  did  and  the 
National  Women’s  Political  Caucus. 
Now  it’s  on  paper  for  the  first  time. 
The  Women’s  Agenda  has  committed 
itself  to  making  us  an  official  part  of 
t-hei  1978  mid-term  convention. 
Although  they  can’t  do  it  all  them¬ 
selves,  with  them  behind  us,  we  have 
a  much  better  chance.” 

O’Leary  told  GCN  that,  despite 
the  defeat  of  the  gayjights  plank  at 
the  platform  hearings,  “a  lot  of 
gains”  were  made  in  New  York. 
“There  was  not  one  symbolic  gesture 
that  wemadeiandll’m  proud  of  that. 
Our  main  effort  was  building  up 
contacts.  We  got  650  delegates  to 
sign  our  -statement  supporting  gay 
rights.  That  makes  it  a  national 
issue.  We  moved  from  the  platform 
hearings  to  the  people.”

Gay  strategists  also  hope  to  make 
the  Gay  Rights  Support  Caucus, 
established  in  New  York  for  the  first 
time,  a  permanent  caucus  within  the 
Democratic  Party  just  like  the  Black, 
Hispanic,  and  Women’s  Caucuses. 
O’Leary  hopes  to  persuade  7-15 
Democratic  National  Committee 
members  to  form  the  permanent 
caucus,  which  would  be  organized  in 
the  next  three  months.  In  reality, 
only  one  person  from  the  National 
Committee  is  necessary  to  establish 
an  official  caucus.  The  Gay  Rights 
Support  Caucus  would  meet  at  the 
same  time  as  the  National  Committee 
meets. 

“The  Caucus  would  give  us  legiti¬ 
macy,”  O’Leary  said.  “And  it  would 
give  us  information  and  access  to 
information.  The  net  result  would  be 
that  we  would  have  access  to  the 
system.”  O’Leary  is  “optimistic” 
that  a  number  of  members  of  the 
National  Committee  would  be  willing 
to  join  the  caucus. 


MDC  Seizes  Two  in  Bird  Sanctuary  Bust

CAMBRIDGE  —  Metropolitan 
District  Comr,  ion  police  continued 
their  efforts  at  discouraging  sexual 
activity  among  men  at  the  so-called 
“Bird  Sanctuary”  in  Cambridge  last 
week.  On  Thursday,  July  15,"  a 
Boston  man  and  a  Woonsocket  (RI) 
man  were  arrested  for  “unnatural 
acts”  in  the  shrubbery. 

The  men  were  arraigned  the  next 
day  in  East  Cambridge  District 
Court,  where  they  were  assigned  pub¬ 
lic  defenders,  and  had  their  cases 
continued  until  August  11. 

Rep.  Barney  Frank,  two  of  whose 
constituents  were  arrested  under  simi¬ 
lar  circumstances  a  month  ago,  was 
highly  critical  of  the  MDC  police. 
Frank  noted  that  while  he  was  dis¬ 
turbed  at  the  fact  that  the  MDC 


decided  to  prosecute  his  constituents 
following  a  meeting  with  MDC 
Commissioner  John  F.  Snedeker  a 
week  prior  to  their  trial,  he  was  even 
more  upset  that  the  police  have  not 
stopped  looking  to  “arrest  men  who 
are  no  threat  to  anyone  but  each 
other.” 

Snedeker’s  positic  l  on  the  matter 
is  not  altogether  clear.  He  did  not 
return  repeated  telephone  calls  from 
GCN,  Rep.  Frank,  or  Chester  Wein- 
erman,  counsel  for  the  two  men 
arrested  on  June  9.  Frank,  in  fact, 
suggested  that  Snedeker  may  be  ‘  too 
embarrassed”  to  explain  the  actions 
of  the  MDC  police. 

There  is  a  move  at  the  State  Hour 
to  sibolish  the  MDC  police.  *Man^ 


legislators  argue  that  they  are  super¬ 
fluous  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Massa¬ 
chusetts  already  has  Registry  Police, 
Capitol  Police,  and  State  Police,  as 
well  as  local  police.  Rep.  Frank  said 
that  these  bush  arrests  indicate  that 
“the  MDC  police  are  out  to  prove 
that  they  are  unnecessary.” 

Meanwhile,  at  Cambridge  City 
Hall,  City  Councillor  Saundra 
Graham  recently  met  with  members 
of  the  Cambridge  Gay  Political  Cau¬ 
cus  to  discuss  the  “Bird  Sanctuary 
situation.  Graham,  who  is  a  candi¬ 
date  for  state  representative  this  year 
against  veteran  Rep.  John  Toomey, 
was  sympathetic  to  the  plight  ot  the 
men  involved,  and  stated  her  willing¬ 
ness  to  help  out  in  the  future.

SODOMY  REPEAL 

DES  MOINES,  IA  and  CHARLES¬ 
TON,  WV  —  Despite  the  US  Supreme 
Court’s  recent  ruling  upholding  the 
rights  of  individual  states  to  regulate 
private  sexual  conduct,  two  more 
states  repealed  their  sodomy  laws 
during  the  month  of  June.  The 
Governors  of  West  Virginia  and  Iowa 
signed  criminal  code  revisions  that 
included  the  end  of  sodomy  penalties 
on  June  10  and  June  28  respectively. 
The  two  repeals  bring  to  17  the 
number  of  states  which  have  no 
penalties  against  homosexual  sexual 
activity  by  consenting  adults. 

Other  states  which  have  no  such 
restrictions  are  Arkansas,  California, 
Colorado,  Connecticut,  Delaware, 
Hawaii,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Maine, 
New  Mexico,  Ohio,  Oregon,  South 
Dakota  and  Washington.

NEW  YORK  —  A  book  of  40  docu¬ 
ments  detailing  Socialist  Workers 
Party  discussion  on  Gay  Liberation 
from  1970-73  has  now  been  published. 
The  book,  called  Gay  Liberation  and 
Socialism,  is  introduced,  selected,  and 
commented  upon  by  David  Thorstad, 
president  of  the  Gay  Activists  Alliance 
of  New  York.  Thorstad  was  formerly 
active  in  the  SWP.

WASHINGTON,  D.C!  —  The  Uni¬ 
versal  Fellowship  of  Metropolitan 
Community  Churches,  now  numbering 
over  100  groups  in  seven  nations  stretch- . 
ing  across  the  globe  from  Nigeria  to 
Australia,  will  meet  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  August  10-15  for  its  seventh 
General  Conference,  the  first  to  be 
held  in  the  Northeast  United  States. 
Nearly  two  thousand  gay  Christians, 
heterosexual  MCCers,  parents  of  gays 
and  leaders  of  mainline  gay  religious 
caucuses  and  secular  gay  liberation 
groups  will  make  up  the  MCC  presence 
in  the  U.S.  capital  during  the  Bicenten¬ 
nial  of  the  American  Revolution. 

“This  is  the  year  for  everyone  inter¬ 
ested  in  human  rights  to  affirm  our 
right  to  exist  with  freedom  and  dignity 
in  every  society  around  the  world,’’ 
said  the  Rev.  Troy  Perry,  moderator 
and  founder  of  the  seven-year-old 
denomination  which  began  as  a  single 
congregation  meeting  in  his  living 
room  in  Los  Angeles. 

Highlights  of  the  1976  General  Con¬ 
ference  will  include  a  panel  discussion 
by  parents  of  homosexuals,  a  lecture 
by  a  28-year-old  assistant  professor  of 
medieval  history  at  Yale  University, 
Dr.  John  E.  Boswell,  who  will  present

NORTHERN  IRELAND 

BELFAST,  N.  Ireland  —  The  weekly 
Marxist  publication,  “The  Guardian,” 
reports  a  wave  of  harassment  by 
British  police  in  strife-torn  Northern 
Ireland  against  gay  people  there.  The 
Guardian  reports  that  “Homosexual 
activists  have  reported  police  raids, 
arrests,  and  ‘hostile  interrogations’  by 
British  police,  according  to  a  May  30 
London  Times  report.  At  least  18 
homosexuals  have  been  arrested  and 
questioned  in  recent  weeks;  no  charges 
have  yet  been  filed.  There  have  also 
been  incidents  by  which  members  of 
homosexual  organizations  have  been 
arrested  in  their  homes,  while  books, 
letters,  diaries,  have  been  confiscated 
by  the  British  police.” 

In  response  to  the  Northern  Ireland 
situation  and  similar  situations  in  Chile 
and  other  places  the  Southern  Gay 
Liberator  is  interested  in  working  with 
other  groups  and  individuals  in  setting 
up  an  organization  within  the  United 
States  to  help  gay  activists  under  stress 
from  repressive  governments.  Anyone 
interested  should  contact  the  Liberator 
at  P.O.  Box  2118,  Boca  Raton,  Florida. 


DALLAS,  TX  —  Retired  Army 
Major  General  Edwin  A.  Walker, 
former  darling  of  the  American  politi¬ 
cal  right,  was  entrapped  on  June  23  in 
a  public  restroom  in  Dallas’  Cole  Park 
by  a  plainclothes  police  officer. 
Walker,  who  is  66,  was  arrested  and 
charged  with  public  lewdness  for  alleg¬ 
edly  fondling  the  police  officer,  and 
will  probably  go  on  trial  in  late  August 
on  the  misdemeanor  charge  which 
carries  a  maximum  penalty  of  $2,000 
and  a  year  in  jail.  Walker  is  the  second 
prominent  American  right-wing  figure 
to  be  arrested  by  plainclothes  police  in 
recent  weeks.  Former  federal  judge  G. 
Harrold  Carswell,  who  former 
President  Richard  Nixon  named  as  his 
nominee  to  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  in  1971,  was  recently  arrested  in 
Tallahassee,  Florida,  under  similar  cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Asked  by  newspeople  about  the 
arresj.  Walker  said,  “To  be  a  live,  non¬ 
person,  court-ruled  public  figure  —  to

PROVINCETOWN,  MA  —  Reports 
of  harassment  against  gay  people  in 
this  popular  seaside  resort  have  proved 
unfounded,  according  to  Bill  Damon, 
local  gay  businessperson  and  member 
of  the  Homophile  Assistance  League 
of  Provincetown.  A  group  of  Homo¬ 
phile  Assistance  League  members  re¬ 
cently  met  with  Police  Chief  Meads 
who  told  them  that  there  was  no 
change  in  the  police  department’s 
attitudes  towards  gays.  “Gay  people 
are  as  welcome  as  straight  people  in 
this  town,”  Meads  told  the  gay  spokes- 
people.  Meads  also  reportedly  told  the 
meeting  that  he  opposed  “heavy  spit¬ 
swapping”  as  well  as  “groping  in  pub¬ 
lic”  by  both  straights  and  gays.

be  libeled  as  well  —  is  at  least  some 
change  of  image. 

“I  am  free,  independent,  unattached 
to  suit  myself  and  no  one  else,”  the 
former  general  said. 

Walker  gained  national  publicity  in 
1961  when  he  was  forced  to  resign  as 
commander  of  American  troops 
stationed  in  Germany  because  of  alleg¬ 
edly  indoctrinating  the  troops.  Follow¬ 
ing  his  ouster,  Walker  was  in  great 
demand  as  a  speaker  at  rallies-  for 
conservative  political  groups,  especially 
the  John  Birch  Society.  Taking  advan¬ 
tage  of  his  notoriety,  Walker  cam¬ 
paigned  unsuccessfully  for  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  nomination  for  Governor  of 
Texas  in  1962  against  five  other  candi¬ 
dates,  including  John  Connolly.  In 
addition,  the  widow  of  the  late  Lee 
Harvey  Oswald  told  the  Warren  Com¬ 
mission  that  her  husband  fired  a  shot 
into  Walker’s  house  in  October  1963, 
one  month  before  the  Kennedy  assas¬ 
sination. 


WASHINGTON  —  “The  Church 
must  be  with  gay  men  and  women, 
learn  from  them  and  be  their  advo¬ 
cates,”  according  to  an  explosive 
statement  issued  recently  by  the 
Young  Adult  Ministry  Board'  of  the 
United  States  Catholic  Conference 
(U.S.C.C.). 

Commissioned  by  the  Department 
of  Education  of  the  U.S.C.C.  to 
reach  those  persons  (18  to  35  years 
old)  who  have  been  alienated  from 
the  Church,  the  Young  Adult  Ministry 
Board  committed  itself  to  work  with 
gays. 

“It’s  the  first  time  anything  like 
this  has  ever  come  out  of  the 
U.S.C.C.,”  stated  Fr.  Paul  Shanley, 
a  Board  member  and  official  liaison 
to  the  gay  and  bisexual  community  in 
Boston. 

Brian  McNaught,  DIGNITY’S 
Social  Action  Chairperson,  attended 
the  first  conference  of  young  adult 
ministers,  held  at  the  Catholic 
University  in  Washington,  D.C., 
June  2-5,  and  spoke  there  of  the 
plight  of  the  disenfranchised  gay 
Catholic.  McNaught’S  address  influ¬ 
enced  the  Board’s  decision  to  issue 
their  strong  statement  that:  “[the 
spirit]  calls  us  to  be  with  gay  men 
and  women  who  are  alienated  from 
the  community  because  of  frequent 
expressions  of  fear  and  hatred,  based 
on  myth  and  ‘questionable  Scriptural 
interpretation. 1  ” 

HOOVER  S  HISTORY 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  —  The-  late 
FBI  director  J.  Edgar  Hoover  was  a 
life-long  subscriber  to  the  newsletter 
put  out  by  the  Mattachine  Society  of 
Washington,  according  to  gay  activist 
Frank  Kameny.  However,  Hoover  did 
not  ask  to  be  put  on  the  list  and  at  one 
point,  requested,  through  an  inter¬ 
mediary,  that  he  be  taken  off  the  list. 
Kameny  then  wrote  him  saying  that 
Mattachine  would  stop  sending  the 
newsletter  to  Hoover  if  he  would:  1) 
give  assurance  in  writing  that  all  refer¬ 
ences  to  the  Mattachine  Society  be 
removed  from  FBI  files;  2)  designate 
some  other  FBI  official  to  receive  the 
newsletter;  and  3)  allow  the  Mattar 
chine  to  send  him  occasional  issues  or 
articles  of  particular  concern. 
Hoover,  who  was  widely  rumored  to  be 
a  homosexual,  never  replied.  For  nine 
years  the  Mattachine  Gayzette  was  sent 
to  FBI  headquarters  in  the  name  of  the 
late  director. 


HOWE  NOW 

BOSTON  —  State  Rep.  Marie  E. 
Howe  (D-Somerville),  one  of  the 
leading  anti-gay  voices  in  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  legislature,  will  appear  in 
South  Boston  District  Court  on  Aug. 
29,  facing  charges  of  disorderly 
conduct  and  harassment  of  a  police 
officer.  Howe  and  a  political  associate, 
Somerville  lawyer  Charles  Buckley, 
were  arrested  by  Boston  police  on  July 
17  while  attempting  to  view  the  “Tall 
Ships”  from  the  South  Boston  Army 
Base,  which  was  off-limits  to  the  pub-  - 
lie.  Howe  reportedly  bit  the  arresting 
officer’s  arm. 

Howe  is  the  second  anti-gay  member 
of  the  Commerce  and  Labor  Com¬ 
mittee  to  face  legal  charges.  Two  years 
agov  former  Rep.  James  J.  Bowler  of 
Springfield  was  found  guilty  of  accost¬ 
ing  a  female  student  of  a  driving  school 
which  he  operates,  and  fined  $50  in 
Springfield  District  Court. 

Bowler  was  a  member,  and  Howe  is 
currently  vice-chairperson  of,  the 
House  Commerce  and  Labor  Com¬ 
mittee,  which  has  charge  of  the  general 
gay  anti-discrimination  legislation. 


General  Walker  Entrapped 
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News  Commentary 

Kitty  Cotter — Portrait  of  an  Activist

NEW  YORK  —  Kitty  Cotter  is 
probably  one  of  the  most  active  gay 
liberationists  in  New  York.  She  is 
spokeswoman  of  Lesbian  Feminist 
Liberation  (LFL),  co-coordinator  of 
Gay  Media  Coalition  (GMC),  and  a 
staff  member  of  the  Institute  for 
Human  Identity  (IHI).  She  considers 
herself  a  full-time  activist. 

Her  major  commitment  is  to  LFL. 
It  is  to  that  organization  that  she 
devotes  most  of  her  time.  She  has 
been  involved  with  LFL  for  over  two 
and  one-half  years.  Her  main  involve¬ 
ment,  before  becoming  spokesperson, 
was  as  chairwoman  of  the  media 
committee.  It  was  through  that  posi¬ 
tion  that  she  became  involved  with 
GMC  and  later  as  co-coordinator  of 
the  three-hour  WNET  Outreach 
Show  on  gay  services  broadcast  last 
February.  “It  was  the  single  most 
rewarding  experience  of  my  life,” 
Kitty  said.  “I’d  love  to  do  more  Out¬ 
reach  Shows.  It  was  great!  It  was  a 
show  where  everyone  was  free  to 
come  and  give  their  opinion.  I  love 
to  do  a  regular  program.  Maybe 
interviews  with  gay  leaders,  average 
gay  people.  We  need  to  address 
specific  issues:  Third  World  Gays, 
Older  Gay  People,  Lesbian  Mothers.” 

As  a  person,  Kitty  is  probably  one 
of  the  most  personable  activists  one 
could  meet.  As  an  adminstrative  and 
clerical  volunteer  at  IHI  she  meets 


gay  people  whom  she  would  seldom 
meet  through  movement  activities. 
“The  Institute  gives  me  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  meet  people  who  are  having

difficulties  coming  out.  Being  involved 
in  so  many  political  activities,  you 
lose  touch  with  the  lesbian  or  gay 
man  on  the  street.  There  is  a  danger 
in  becoming  a  full-time  activist.  You 
often  become  judgmental  and  rhetori¬ 
cal.” 

Kitty’s  most  rewarding  experiences 
are  speaking  engagements.  According 
to  the  28-year-old  activist,  “They  are 
always  a  challenge.  Dealing  with 
people  and  trying  to  help  them 


understand  is  always  rewarding.  I 
never  get  tired  of  it.  Although  you 
get  the  same  questions,  different 
people  mean  different  things  by  their 
questions.  I  respond  to  what  a 
person  is  trying  to  say.” 

In  her  personal  life,  Kitty  enjoys 
sports,  bridge  and  her  newly-acquired 
camera.  Although  she  spends  a  great 
deal  of  time  with  movement  activities, 
her  lupus  illness  restricts  her.  “I  have 
to  rest  every  once  in  a  while,”  she 
regretfully  says.  “It’s  chronic  and 
because  of  it,  every  time  I’m  involved 
in  a  major  project,  I  have  to  rest 
after  it  is  over.” 

Although  not  a  strict  lesbian 
separatist,  Kitty  feels  that  the  goals 
put  forth  by  LFL  might  not  have 
been  made  if  the  group  had  not  split 
from  the  male-dominated  Gay 
Activists  Alliance.  “However,”  she 
said,  “lesbians  should  be  present  in 
coalitions.  Lesbian  feminists,  not  gay 
men,  should  be  the  ones  to  talk 
about  lesbian  feminism.  Often  we 
have  been  co-opted  in  organizatons. 
Many  women  in  LFL  felt  that  was 
the  situation  with  the  Christopher 
Street  Liberation  Day  Committee. 
They  felt  that  it  was  not  a  partner¬ 
ship.” 

Kitty  sees  her  role  in  LFL  as  an 
official  overseer  of  statements.  Until 
her  term  expires  in  January,  she  will 
be  devoting  most  of  her  time  to  LFL. 
After  her  term  expires,  she  is  con¬ 


sidering  attending  graduate  or  law 
school.  “I  filled  out  a  few  applica¬ 
tions  this  spring,  but  was  rejected  by 
all.  I  applied  as  an  open  lesbian. 
Maybe  that  was  a  tactical  error. 
When  I  apply  again  I  will  apply  as 
an  open  lesbian.  I’ve  spent  too  many 
hours  on  it.  It  is  too  much  a  part  of 
me.”  Finally,  with  a  concerned  but 
seemingly  carefree  laugh,  she  said, 
“If  people  can’t  deal  with  it,  it’s 
tough  luck.” 

Regarding  her  experience  in  the- 
movement,  Kitty  feels  that  personally 
as  an  activist  one  gains  many  skills. 
She  feels  that  learning  skills  such  as 
speaking,  organizing,  and  writing  is  a 
rewarding  experience.  “There  is  so 
much  to  learn  through  the  move¬ 
ment,”  she  said.  “I  feel  that  I  am  a 
more  capable  human  being  —  more 
able  to  deal  with  the  group  process.” 
As  a  result  of  her  experiences  she 
feels  that  she  will  never  totally  leave 
the  movement. 

In  retrospect,  Kitty  Cotter  is  prob¬ 
ably  one  of  the  most  unique  people 
working  in  the  movement.  Her  sense 
of  dedication  is  admirable,  but  her 
most  unique  trait  is  her  individualism. 
Though  she  often  worries  about 
saying  what  is  politically  proper  as 
spokeswoman  of  LFL,  when  she  is 
free  to  talk  plainly,  she  is  truly  indi¬ 
vidualistic.  Her  politics  are  her  own, 
and  because  of  it  she  is  a  truly 
refreshing  person. 


Judge  Orders  Two  Bars  Closed  for 


BOSTON  —  US  District  Court 
Judge  Walter  Jay  Skinner  overturned 
a  previous  ruling  by  a  Bankruptcy 
court  judge  last  Wednesday  and 
ordered  Jacques  and  The  Other  Side 
to  close  for  60  days.  Judge  Skinner’s 
order  stated  that  the  two  Bay  Village 
bars  must  comply  with  the  suspen¬ 
sion  of  their  licenses  ordered  by  the 
Massachusetts  Alcoholic  Beverage 
Control  Commission  (ABCC).  Bank¬ 
ruptcy  Court  Judge  Paul  W.  Glennon 
had  stayed  the  license  suspension 
pending  appeal.  “The  Bankruptcy 
Act  was  never  intended  by  Congress 
to  subvert  the  valid  police  power  of 
the  states  in  this  manner,”  Judge 
Skinner  said.  He  warned  that  the 
Bankruptcy  Act  must  not  “provide 
an  instantly  available,  cheap,  and 
easy  sanctuary  from  all  state  regu¬ 
latory  enforcement  proceedings.” 
The  two  bars  reportedly  turned  over 
their  licenses  last  Wednesday  after¬ 
noon. 

‘Tougher’  Compromise 

BOSTON  —  Two  members  of  the 
Boston  Licensing  Board  listened 
skeptically  last  Monday  as  Francis  J. 
DiMento,  counsel  for  Jacques  and 


The  Other  Side,  withdrew  the  bars’ 
previously-offered  compromise  and 
insisted  that  The  Other  Side  be  given 
at  least  a  midnight-closing  license, 
with  two  o’clock-closing  licenses 
going  to  Jacques,  The  Nineties  restau¬ 
rant,  and  the  PB  Pub.  Representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Bay  Village  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Association  remained  adamant, 
however,  in  their  position  opposing 
anything  later  than  a  midnight 
closing  for  either  of  the  three  bars. 
The  BVNA  would  accept  a  later 
closing  for  The  Nineties  only  if  the 
licensees  would  guarantee  that  it 
remain  a  gourmet  restaurant. 

Central  to  the  problem  is  the 
fact  that  the  license  for  the  PB  Pub 
and  The  Nineties  also  covers  The 
Other  Side.  At  a  hearing  before  the 
board  two  weeks  previously,  James 
J.  Sullivan,  DiMento’s  partner,  said 
that  the  barowners  would  be  willing 
to  seal  off  The  Other  Side  altogether 
if  the  later  closing  hour  would  be 
granted  to  the  PB  Pub  and  the 
restaurant.  DiMento  indicated  a 
change  of  position  and  called  the 
original  offer  “totally  unacceptable.” 
Also,  for  the  first  time,  DiMento 
told  the  board  that  The  Nineties  is  a 


money-losing  venture  for  the 
barowners,  and  that  it  is  the  PB  Pub 
and  The  Other  Side  that  enable 
Profile  Lounges,  Inc.  (the  license- 
holders’  official  name)  to  make  a 
profit.  Board  chairman  Charles  L. 
Byrne,  as  well  as  Assistant  Corpora¬ 
tion  Counsel  Thomas  McKenna, 
seemed  disbelieving  of  the  charge, 
noting  the  DiMento  had  never  raised 
the  issue  in  any  of  the  Board’s 
numerous  prior  meetings. 

Board  member  Jon  C.  Straight 
again  abstained  from  any  of  the 
board’s  deliberations,  due  to  his 
status  as  a  Bay  Village  resident  with 
a  history  of  interest  in  the  case. 
However,  Straight  has  discussed  his 
feelings  with  members  Byrne  and 
Richard  L.  Arrington  extensively. 

Byrne  was  surprisingly  firm  with 
DiMento,  and  stated  outright  that  the 
board  would  not  permit  the  licensees 
to  operate  any  of  their  establish¬ 
ments  in  the  manner  that  had 
precipitated  their  closings  several 
months  ago.  Byrne  suggested  that 
there  be  no  dancing  at  Jacques  or  the 
PB  Pub,  and  reiterated  his  desire  to 
separate  The  Other  Side  from  the 
Nineties’  license,  something  to  which 


60  Days 

DiMento  appeared  unalterably 
opposed. 

BVNA  leader  Ann  Richards  said 
that  if  the  later  closing  hour  is 
approved  for  the  Nineties,  “it  is  very 
obvious  that  they  don’t  intend  to 
keep  it  as  a  gourmet  restaurant.” 
Richards  expressed  the  fear,  as  did 
most  area  residents,  that  the  bar- 
owners  were  not  speaking  in  good 
faith  when  they  alluded  to  “up¬ 
grading  the  character”  of  the  bars, 
particularly  Jacques. 

DiMento  also  apparently  had  lost 
the  open  backing  of  Arrington,  once 
his  sole  ally  on  the  Licensing  Board. 
Arrington  expressed  annoyance  at 
DiMento’s  repeated  cajoling,  and 
told  him  that  the  board  was  trying  to 
reach  a  compromise,  a  “middle 
ground”  that  would  probably  not  be 
wholly  satisfactory  to  either  party. 

Rep.  Barney  Frank  attended  the 
meeting  for  its  duration,  but  did  not 
address  the  board.  Byrne  asked 
Frank  for  his  opinion  on  this  latest 
offer,  but  Frank  indicated  that  his 
previous  remarks  before  the  board  — 
opposing  the  extension  of  hours  for 
any  of  the  establishments  —  still 
accurately  reflected  his  position. 


Saxe  ‘Evidence’  Ruled  Out

BOSTON  —  On  July  7  Judge 
Walter  McLaughlin  granted  one 
defense  motion  while  denying  two 
others  in  the  Susan  Saxe  case.  All 
three  motions  called  for  the  suppres¬ 
sion  of  evidence  obtained  in  what  the 
defense  maintains  were  illegal 
searches. 

Judge  McLaughlin  agreed  with  the 
defense’s  contention  that  the  search 
at  163  Beacon  Street  in  Boston  was 
illegal.  In  his  written  opinion 
McLaughlin  stated  that  the  affidavit 
requesting  the  search  warrant  con¬ 
tained  false  information.  A  police 
officer  had  written  on  the  affidavit 


information  which  he  said  was  given 
to  him  by  an  informer.  However,  it 
was  proved  in  court  that  the 
informer  could  not  have  known  this 
information.  The  defense  had  also 
claimed  that  the  affidavit  itself  had 
been  issued  after  the  search  had 
taken  place,  but  McLaughlin  dis¬ 
agreed  with  the  defense  on  this  point. 

Nancy  Gertner,  Saxe’s  attorney, 
said  she  felt  the  “judge’s  opinion 
about  this  search  to  some  extent  vin¬ 
dicates  what  we  have  been  saying  all 
along  —  that  the  cops  were  over¬ 
anxious  to  get  people,  particularly 
political  people,  to  take  responsibility 
for  this  robbery.  In  their  overzealous¬ 
ness  they  lied  and  misrepresented 


fact  on  the  affidavit.” 

Judge  McLaughlin  denied  defense 
mdtions  to  suppress  evidence 
obtained  in  searches  of  apartments  at 
337  Beacon  Street  in  Boston  and  17 
Grandview  in  Somerville.  The  defense 
claimed  that  the  affidavit  for  the 
search  at  337  Beacon  Street  failed  to 
prove  that  there  was  probably  cause 
for  the  search  and  also  contained 
misrepresentation  of  fact.  The  police 
had  alleged  that  after  the  robbery  of 
the  State  Street  Bank  the  partici¬ 
pants  went  back  to  337  Beacon 
Street,  giving  the  police  the  right  to 
search  the  apartment.  However, 
Robert  Valeri,  a  co-defendant  in  the 
case  who  turned  states-evidence,  has 


stated  that  they  went  back  to  163 
Beacon  Street. 

A  third  search,  at  17  Grandview, 
was  of  Valeri’s  room.  The  defense 
claims  that  there  was  no  probable 
cause  to  search  the  room  and  that  no 
valid  consent  was  given  for  the 
search.  The  police  had  no  warrant 
and  it  was  Valeri’s  grandmother,  not 
Valeri  himself,  who  let  them  into  his 
locked  room.  The  judge  denied  this 
motion  simply  by  saying  that  Saxe 
had  no  legal  standing  to  challenge  it. 
(You  can  only  challenge  a  search  if  it 
is  you  apartment  or  you  have  a 
“possessary  interest”  in  it.)  Gertner 
is  planning  an  appeal  of  the  motions 
McLaughlin  denied. 
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EDITORIAL 


A  long-standing  area  of  dispute  within  the  gay  community  has  been  how 
much  community  support  should  be  offered  to  men  who  engage  in  sexual 
activity  with  each  other  outside  the  confines  of  the  bedroom.  While  some 
people  argue  that  sex  “in  the  bushes”  is  an  embarrassing  detriment  to  gay  men 
that  should  not  go  on,  others  contend  that  if  the  activity  is  unseen  and 
unheard  that  the  men  involved  are  therefore  offending  no  one.  We  do  not 
attempt  to  address  the  rightness  or  wrongness  of  either  of  these  arguments. 

Rather,  we  find  it  very  necessary  to  condemn  the  actions  of  the  Metro¬ 
politan  District  Police,  State  Police,  and  local  police  in  Chelmsford,  who  have 
found  nothing  better  to  do  with  their  time  than  to  seek  out  men  engaging  in 
sex  in  secluded,  wooded  areas.  Since  the  beginning  of  summer,  Chelmsford 
police  alone  have  registered  more  than  sixty  arrests  at  two  “rest  areas”  on 
Route  495,  using  two  young  plainclothes  officers  and  the  assistance  of  State 
Police.  In  Cambridge,  MDC  police  last  week  arrested  the  forth  man  within  a 
month  at  the  so-called  “Bird  Sanctuary.”  And  local  and  state  officers  continue 
to  patrol  rest  areas  along  Routes  3  and  93,  north  and  south,  trying  successfully 
to  find  men  to  nab  on  charges  of  “unnatural  acts.”  To  their  credit,  Boston 
police  have  made  nearly  no  such  arrests  in  recent  months. 

The  offense  with  which  these  men  are  charged  is  a  felony  in  Massachu¬ 
setts.  While  a  jail  term  is  all  but  unheard-of  for  individuals  without  prior 
records,  as  most  of  these  cases  are,  even  probation  upon  conviction  is  a  public 
record,  and  often  results  in  loss  of  employment  and  community  embarrass¬ 
ment.  Many  local  newspapers,  such  as  the  Brockton  Enterprise  and  the  Man¬ 
chester  (N.H.)  Union  Leader  publish  the  names,  addresses,  and  occupations  of 
persons  arrested  under  such  cases.  Many  defendants  are  unable  to  afford  the 
fine  imposed,  notwithstanding  a  lawyer’s  fee.  Lives  can  be  ruined. 

If  law  enforcement  officials  do  not  want  sex  going  on  in  these  areas,  they 
should  seek  to  resolve  their  wishes  by  perhaps  stationing  uniformed  officers  in 
marked  vehicles  in  the  areas.  Even  floodlighting  could  accomplish  the  goal. 
Short  of  that,  they  could,  as  some  police  advise  individuals  (gay  or  other¬ 
wise)  “parking”  in  cars,  just  ask  them  to  “move  along.” 

But  there  arises  the  question  as  to  whether  the  prsons  are  doing  anything 
really  wrong  in  the  first  place.  In  Cambridge,  the  cruising  area  is  separated 
from  public  view  by  a  six-lane  highway,  a  parking  lot,  a  river,  and  hundreds 
of  feet  of  shrubbery.  At  highway  rest  stops,  police  would  have  an  easier  time 
finding  a  bird’s  nest  in  the  woods  than  they  would  if  they  were  looking  for 
men  having  sex.  If  the  activity  is  not  bothering  passersby  and  almost  none  of 
these  recent  arrests  has  been  the  result  of  citizen  complaints  —  it  behooves  us 
to  wonder  why  the  police  are  there  at  all. 

The  State  Police  should  put  their  priority  on  enforcing  the  state  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts’  55-mile-per-hour  speed  limit  on  state  highways,  not  prosecuting  bush- 
goers.  The  MDC  police  have  dozens  of  parks  and  beaches  at  which  to  enforce 
the  safety  of  the  public  using  these  facilities  and  this  is  where  they  should  put 
their  energy. 

The  Boston  Police  have  taken  an  impressively  discretionary  approach  in 
recent  months,  and  we  call  upon  other  police  agencies  to  do  the  same.  Whether 
one  takes  the  position  that  bush  sex  is  good  or  nasty,  there  can  be  no  . 
argument  that  arresting  persons  for  it  is  inexcusable.  Not  only  are  the  men 
involved  subject  to  considerable  humiliation  and  expense,  but  the  police 
themselves  are  demonstrating  a  bombastic  disregard  for  taxpayers’  money  that 
they  are  supposed  to  earn  fighting  serious  crime. 

Police  argue  that  they  are  protecting  the  public  with  these  arrests,  but  we 
wonder  whether  the  public  really  feels  any  safer  knowing  that  untold  hundreds 
of  previously  record-less  men  now  have  a  felony  record  because  some 
misguided  policeman’s  fear  of  private  sex  exceeds  their  concern  for  public 
safety. 


As  we  enter  our  fourth  year  of  service  to  the  gay  community,  GCN  looks  back 
to  some  proud  accomplishments.

There  is  no  risk.  Your  money  is  insured,  and  will  be  earning  interest  the  same 
as  it  would  be  —  or  perhaps  more  —  as  it  would  in  a  mutual  savings  bank  account. 
The  only  difference  will  be  that  your  money  will  be  helping  GCN  get  some  old 
debts  out  of  the  way  at  the  same  time.

settle  for  crumbs  no  other  group  is.  But  should 
we  internalize  that  negativism  before  our  first 
civil  rights  amendment  gets  off  the  ground? 
(Bella  now  has  30  co-sponsors.) 

In  trade-off  for  appealing  to  the  mentioned 
“moderates  and  conservatives”  an  employment- 
only  amendment  would  take  away  our  most  effec¬ 
tive  selling  point  for  the  fuller  amendment.  A 
“moderate  or  conservative”  could  then  say  s/he 
voted  for  one  gay  rights  bill,  but  not  subsequent 
ones  (appearance  of  “moderation”). 

Also,  let’s  not  kid  ourselves:  our  foes  will 
whittle  down  anything  we  submit  .  .  .  rights  of 
children-related  employment,  for  example. 

On  the  anonymous  opinion  saying  NGTF  is 
too  “pushy”,  a  “failure”,  etc.  (in  the  platform 
struggle)  THAT’S  BULLSHIT.  NGTF,  almost 
by  definition  is  a  moderate  group  whose  staff  has 
the  disposition  to  work  patiently  with  unin¬ 
formed/prejudiced  people,  as  well  as  our  allies. 

NEW  YORK  voters  may  be  interested  to  know 
that  our  number  one  worker  in  Congress,  Bella 
Abzug,  will  be  out  of  Congress  if  she  loses  her 
Senate  run  (can’t  run  for  both).  SO  LET’S  SUP¬ 
PORT  HER!

Dear  GCN: 

The  recent  indictment  of  Judge  G.  Harrold 
Carswell  for  “attempting  an  unnatural  act” 
raises  a  dilemna  for  the  gay  community.  We  are 
tempted  to  be  satisfied,  or  even  amused,  that  a 
well-known  conservative  figure,  closely  associ¬ 
ated  with  Nixon,  has  been  caught  in  a  homo- 
phobic  trap.  The  irony  of  the  situation  is 
heightened  by  the  realization  that,  had  Cars¬ 
well’s  nomination  to  the  Supreme  Court  been 
confirmed,  he  would  almost  certainly  have 
voted  against  gays. 

However,  our  willingness  to  laugh  at  Carswell 
indicates  how  ready  we  are  to  perpetuate  our 
own  oppression.  This  incident  is  a  forceful  re¬ 
minder  that  gay  love  is  a  criminal  offense  in  over 
two-thirds  of  the  states,  and  that  homophobic 
laws  are  enforced  by  police  entrapment.  We  do 
not  know  whether  or  not  Carswell  is  “guilty”  of 
his  alleged  “crime.”  But  it  is  clear  that  he  would 
not  have  done  what  is  alleged  without  substantial 
encouragement  from  the  officer  who  made  the 
arrest.  The  same  kind  of  entrapment  goes  on  in 
New  Haven,  even  though  Connecticut  has 
repealed  its  sodomy  law.  By  joining  the  band¬ 
wagon  heaping  derision  on  Carswell,  we  give 
consent  to  homophobic  laws  and  law  enforce¬ 
ment. 

We  should  also  be  aware  of  the  impact  of  this 
case  on  those  still  in  the  closet,  many  of  whom 
have  no  contacts  with  positive  gay  news.  In  the 
past,  well-publicized  witch  trials  and  burning 
helped  maintain  social  conformity  and  religious 
orthodoxy.  The  jailing  of  a  few  dykes  and 
faggots  serves  the  same  purpose  today. 

Of  course,  there’s  little  point  in  starting  a 
Carswell  defense  campaign,  for  he  would  disa¬ 
vow  any  gay  support.  There  doesn’t  seem  to  be 
any  way  to  get  the  straight  media  to  treat  the  real 
issues — homophobic  laws  and  entrapment.  A 
group  of,  New  Haven  people  tried  to  come  up 
with  a  gimmick  that  would  attract  press  atten¬ 
tion  while  making  a  serious  point.  We  failed,  but 
someone  else  may  succeed. 

At  least,  however,  the  gay  community  should 
raise  its  own  consciousness  about  the  issues 
involved.  Carswell  may  be  unappealing  as  a  gay 
hero,  just  as  Matlovich’s  love  for  the  armed 
forces  makes  him  unappealing  to  many.  But  no 
gay  person  should  find  joy  in  the  victimization  of 
these  people.  If  it  could  happen  to  a  Carswell,  it 
could  happen  to  any  of  us.

Dear  Mr.  [John]  Kyper: 

In  response  to  your  letter  of  June  27,  I  have 
checked  with  our  news  department  and 
gathered  details  relevant  to  your  complaint 
that  we  did  not  cover  the  June  19,  1976  Gay 
Pride  March  and  Rally  in  Boston. 

Our  assignment  desk’s  records  indicate  that 
no  advance  notice  of  your  event  was  sub¬ 
mitted  to  us.  (As  you  are  probably  aware,  it  is 
standard  procedure  for  groups  planning  events 
to  inform  us  well  ahead  of  time— by  telephone 
or  in  writing.) 

Consequently,  our  news  desk  did  not  learn  of 
the  rally  until  about  1:15  p.m.  that  day,  when  a 
member  of  its  staff  (not  a  reporter  or  a  photo¬ 
grapher,  I  might  add)  learned  of  it  while  walking 
downtown. 

At  the  time,  all  three  of  our  available  photog¬ 
raphers  were  on  assignment  in  other  parts  of  the 
area,  including  coverage  of  a  threatened  strike  by 
some  50,000  state  employees — an  event  which 
affected  more  than  five  million  people  living  in 
this  state.  By  the  time  our  camera  teams  finished 
covering  this  and  other  events,  it  was  too  late  to 
cover  the  rally. 

I  assure  ty  on  that  this  station  has  consistently 
been  attentive  to  the  needs  and  interests  of  the 
gay  community  in  this  city.  There  are  many 
examples  which  I  would  be  only  too  happy  to 
relate  to  you  if  you  are  interested.  The  most  note¬ 
worthy  was  the  controversial  pre-emption  by  us 
of  a  “Marcus  Welby,  M.D.”  episode  on  ABC 
two  years  ago  which  we  felt  did  a  disservice  to  the 
gay-tfommunity/ 

I  regret  that  this  experience  has  left  you  some¬ 
what  embittered  about  our  station.  But  I  totally 
disagree  with  your  broad  charge  that  we  do  not 
represent  you.

Dear  Editor: 

1  have  been  a  member  of  D.O.B.  for  a  year 
and  a  half.  During  this  time  1  have  led  raps, 
answered  telephone  calls,  and  replied  to  letters 
from  women  all  around  the  country. 

D.O.B.  publishes  FOCUS,  A  Journal  for  Gay 
Women,  one  of  the  few,  if  not  the  only,  remain¬ 
ing  forums  for  gay  women’s  fiction  and  poetry. 
This  magazine  apparently  serves  a  valuable  pur¬ 
pose  for  gay  women  far  beyond  Boston,  since 
subscribers  live  not  only  in  thirty-seven  states, 
including  Hawaii,  but  I  have  answered  requests 
for  the  magazine  from  as  far  away  as  the  Nether¬ 
lands,  Canada,  West  Germany,  Ireland,  and 
Poland. 

Over  the  past  year  and  a  half,  I  have  spoken  to 
many  women  at  raps  who  were  just  on  the  verge 
of  coming  out.  These  raps  providech  for  these 
women  a  place  between  being  blazingly  gay  and 
acting  as  if  they  were  straight,  and  helped  them 
ease  the  tension  of  a  transition  in  their  lives. 

I  have  received  letters  from  gay  mothers  look¬ 
ing  for  information  on  how  to  find  a  lawyer  and 
carry  on  a  custody  suit,  who  didn’t  know  any¬ 
where  else  to  get  this  information;  from  married 
women  worrying  about  coming  out;  from  older 
women  in  small  towns  who  wanted  contact  with 
other  gay  women;  and  from  a  16-year-old  living 
in  a  hick  town  out  west  where  gay  life  consisted 
of  a  couple  of  mixed  bars  she  wasn’t  old  enough 
to  get  into. 

D.O.B.  has  assembled  a  little-used  but  avail¬ 
able  library  of  gay  women’s  books,  which  also 
includes  magazines  from  all  over  the  country, 
England,  and  Berlin.  We  keep  a  current  posting 
of  everything  happening  on  the  gay  scene  around 
the  country  and  in  Canada  as  well.  We  also  have 
referral  information  on  counseling,  lawyers, 
health,  and  other  areas  available  for  anyone  who 
needs  it. 

I  have  answered  telephone  calls  in  the  office 
from  as  far  away  as  West  Virginia,  and  met  a 
woman  at  one  rap  who  drove  in  from  the  Berk- 
shires  to  attend  the  meeting,  but  I  think  the  most 
important  function  D.O.B.  serves  is  giving  the 
gay  women  in  the  Boston  area  a  place  to  meet 
and  talk  and  be  gay  without  outside  hassles  from 
an  increasingly  uptight  world. 

Won’t  you  join  us?

As  President  of  DOB  Boston  I  would  like  to  respond  to  Kathy  Guilmettc 
recent  letter  concerning  the  Building  Fund  and  DOB  in  general. 

Yes,  it  is  indeed  true  that  I  suggested  at  the  June  business  meeting  that  the 
DOB  Building  Fund  be  dissolved  or  at  the  very  least  tabled  for  six  months, 
and  I  did  it  for  some  very  good  reasons.  One  of  the  most  compelling  reasons 
Kathy  gives  you  in  her  letter  when  she  says:  “Who  worked  for  it???  (the 
Building  Fund)  Not  DOB  .  .  .  five  members,  but  not  DOB.”  It  was  exactly 
this  attitude  of  exclusive  proprietorship  and  bad-mouthing  of  other  members 
that  I  deplored.  May  I  remind  Kathy  that  plenty  of  other  members  in  the  last 
year  or  two,  or  for  that  matter,  in  the  whole  history  of  DOB  Boston  have 
worked  long  and  hard  at  a  variety  of  fund-raising  events  such  as  dinners, 
parties,  dances,  auctions,  and  yes,  selling  trees  —  when  it  was  first  done  by 
DOB  a  couple  of  years  ago.  Have  these  members  said  to  the  rest  of  the 
membership  “That’s  our  money.  That  belongs  to  the  five  of  us,  it’s  our 
Building  Fund  because  we  organized  the  event.”?  Happily',  I  have  never  heard 
such  outrageous  statements  before  and  hope  I  never  will  again.  If  indeed  the 
motives  of  these  five  members  were  to  help  build  up  DOB,  why  do  they  play 
the  role  of  self-righteous  martyrs? 

May  I  suggest  from  20  years  experience  of  dealing  with  people  in  all  kinds 
of  organizations,  that  such  an  attitude  is  immature,  self-seeking,  and  divisive  in 
the  extreme.  It  is  usually  exhibited  by  people  who  are  either  using  an 
organization  to  fulfill  their  own  ego  needs  or  by  those  who  wish  to  undermine 
the  organization  in  the  guise  of  “helping”  it. 

My  second  reason  for  suggesting  that  the  Building  Fund  be  dissolved  is 
just  as  important  as  the  first.  In  these  years  of  lean  budgets,  unemployment, 
and  rising  costs,  it’s  going  to  take  most  of  the  energy  and  time  we  can  muster 
to  raise  enough  money  to  pay  the  rent,  the  lights,  our  printing  bills,  our 
telephone  bill  —  in  short,  to  keep  us  afloat  as  an  organization. 

If  we  also  attempted  to  raise  money  for  a  building,  we  would  be  tapping 
the  same  source  of  funds  twice  —  the  gay  community  —  and  channelling  off 
dollars  needed  to  keep  DOB  running  into  a  rigidly  controlled  Building  Fund. 

It  seemed  clear  to  me  that  we  could  end  up  with  a  DOB  Building  Fund 
becoming  the  private  preserve  of  five  members  and  a  DOB  organization  which 
could  not  support  itself  because  money  raised  in  its  name  could  not  be  used  to 
pay  necessary  bills.  What  a  ridiculous  situation  that  would  be! 

I  would  suggest  that  Kathy’s  level  of  paranoia  must  have  been  quite  high 
when  she  wrote  her  letter  and  accused  other  DOB  members  of  calling  her  and 
her  associates  “undesirables”  and  implying  that  DOB  was  an  “exclusive” 
organization.  DOB  is  no  such  thing  —  the  only  exclusing  has  been  done  by 
this  group  of  five  women  who  apparently  are  determined  to  destroy  the  organi¬ 
zation  in  any  way  they  can  —  by  spreading  false  rumors-,  by  trying  to  divide 
members  into  “we”  and  “they,”  by  sly  innuendo,  and  by  attempting  to 
assassinate  the  characters  of  the  officers  and  other  members. 

Well,  I  say  to  you  that  DOB  does  indeed  have  a  function  in  this  commu¬ 
nity.  It  has  its  roots  in  helping  gay  women  to  help  one  another  to  provide  the 
basic  services  we  all  have  needed  or  might  need  at  some  time  in  the  future  —  a 
meeting  place,  a  phone  number  to  call  for  help  or  just  a  friendly  voice,  social 
activities  where  women  can  meet  one  another,' a'monthly  magazine  and  an  advo- 
;cateifor  lesbian  civil  rights. 

If,  indeed,  DOB  expires  for  lack  of  support  from  the  women  of  this 
community  (and  I  have  faith  that  it  will  live  and  grow)  we  can  give  thanks  to 
people  like  Kathy  Guilmette  who  don’t  seem  to  be  able  to  distinguish  truth 
from  lies  and  eagerly  spread  their  venom  to  satisfy  their  own  sick  egos. 

More  than  a  Building  Fund  what  DOB  needs  is  new  active  members  who 
want  to  reach  out  to  others  and  work  in  an  atmosphere  of  harmony  and 
friendship  for  the  common  good.  Is  that  asking  too  much?

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Lovers  Come  and  Go 


By  Erich  Schloman  and  J.  D.  Sitter 

Finding,  establishing  and  sustaining  a  relationship  with  a  lover  can  be  one  of 
the  most  frustrating  and  rewarding  experiences  we’ll  ever  have;  and  ending  a 
relationship  can  be  one  of  the  most  painful .  This  interview  briefly  explores  these 
experiences,  and  is  based  on  Erich  Schloman ’s  radio  interview  with  psychiatrist 
Richard  Pillard,  originally  broadcast  on  the  “Gayway”  program  over  WBUR 
Radio  in  Boston  on  August  13,  1975.  Dr.  Pillard  is  Medical  Director  of  Boston’s 
Homophile  Community  Health  Service  and  is  Associate  Professor  of  Psychiatry  at 
Boston  University  Medical  School  . 


ERICH  SCHLOMAN:  When  is 
someone  ready  for  a  lover  relationship? 
RICHARD  PILLARD:  If  you’re 
young  and  haven’t  had  much  experi¬ 
ence  just  relating  casually  to  other 
people,  it’s  hard  to  jump  into  a  rela¬ 
tionship  you’re  going  to  be  committed 
to.  There’s  something  in  the  aging 
process  that  readies  you.  And  some 
people  are  never  ready.  Some  people 
just  go  through  life  and  never  get  it 
together. 

ES:  That’s  a  common  fear.  Why  do 
people  fail? 

RP:  A  lot  of  people  look  to  a  lover  to 
meet  all  their  needs.  They  expect  that 
they’re  going  to  find  somebody  whose 
love  will  smooth  out  all  the  rough  spots 
in  their  lives.  That’s  just  not  going  to 
happen.  The  rough  spots  have  to  be 
smoothed  out  before  that  person 
comes  along,  so  that  the  lover  fits  into 
a  life  which  is  already  somewhat 
together. 

ES:  When  lovers  are  living  and  sharing 
together,  what  part  does  fidelity  play  in 
keeping  their  relationship  stable, 
healthy  and  happy? 

RP:  At  first  fidelity  plays  a  big  part  in 
a  new  relationship.  People  who  are 
able  to  be  reasonably  faithful  to  each 
other,  particularly  in  the  first  year  of 
the  relationship,  are  going  to  be  better 
off.  But  over  the  years  it  becomes  dif¬ 
ficult.  It  would  be  nice  to  have  a 
morality  like  “fidelity  is  always  better” 
or  “make  the  most  of  every  opportun¬ 
ity.”  But  one  can’t  make  the  most  of 
one’s  sexuality  by  either  of  those 
extremes.  There  are  times  when  a 
sexual  relationship  outside  of  your  pri¬ 
mary  mate  relationship  is  an  important 
and  necessary  thing.  And  the  lover 
who’s  really  sensitive  to  you  will 
understand  that.  So  it  becomes  a 
matter  of  timing  and  dosage.  Those  are 
always  difficult  things  to  specify.  Cer¬ 
tainly  I  don’t  have  the  wisdom  to  say 
how  much  one  should  do  it.  With  a 
weekend  affair,  you’re  fulfilling  dif¬ 
ferent  physical  and  emotional  needs 
than  your  lover  fulfills.  And  it  may  be 
a  source  of  conflict  with  your  lover. 

ES:  So  for  lovers,  sex  can  be  a  prob¬ 
lem  as  well  as  a  pleasure. 


RP:  People  who  are  more  uptight 
should  work  on  being  looser  about  sex; 
and  people  who  are  more  impulsive 
should  work  on  being  more  in  control. 
ES:  How  about  age  difference,  is  that  a 
problem?  _ 

RP:  Some  age  difference  works  in 
favor  of  a  relationship,  like  five  or  six 
years.  Five  or  six  years  allows  the  older 
person,  generally,  to  be  the  leader  in 
the  relationship.  The  older  person 
knows  a  little  more  and  has  been 
around  more.  Age  difference  of  more 
than  fifteen  years,  on  the  other  hand, 
puts  the  partners  in  different  genera¬ 
tional  contexts.  It  means  the  issues  of 
life  they’re  going  through  are  different. 
Also,  people  do  better  if  they  come 
from  somewhat  the  same  intellectual 
and  socio-economic  background. 

ES:  Aren’t  you  advocating  role-playing 
between  an  older  and  younger  lover? 
RP:  The  word  role-playing  has  gotten 
bad  press  lately.  In  any  relationship, 
each  person  will  bring  into  it  different 
styles  and  assets.  One  person  may  tend 
to  be  more  active,  in  the  sense  of 
decision-making  or  of  working-out 
practical  details.  The  other  one  might 
provide  more  social  harmony  or  the 
things  we  usually  identify  as  being 
more  passive.  Successful  relationships 
seem  to  have  some  consciousness  of 
role  differences. 

ES:  What  happens  when  lovers  break¬ 
up?  It’s  usually  pretty  painful. 

RP:  The  time  when  losses  are  most  dif¬ 
ficult  Tor  us  is  in  the  early  years  of  life. 
When  we  as  adults  have  serious  separa¬ 
tions  from  somebody  we  love,  it  turns 
us  back  to  this  very  vulnerable  time  of 
childhood.  So  that’s  the  kind  of  echo 
you  see  when  break-ups  are  occurring. 
That’s  one  of  the  things  that  makes 
them  so  painful.  We  realize  rationally 
that  we’re  going  to  find  somebody  else, 
that  our  life  will  go  on,  that  it  may  be 
happier  than  it  was  before,  and  that 
even  being  alone  has  its  consolations. 
But  the  echo  of  losing  somebody  who’s 
essential  to  us  is  just  something  that 
can’t  be  overcome  very  easily  or 
quickly.  We  have  a  term  for  that:  grief 
work,  the  work  you  do  to  grieve  the 
loss  of  somebody. 


ES:  Is  there  any  way  to  make  the  grief 
work  a  little  easier? 

RP:  Most  people  in  the  midst  of  the 
grief  of  separating  from  a  lover  feel  it’s 
harder  if  the  other  person  is  hanging 
around  and  being  nice  to  them.  They 
would  prefer  that  that  person  be  out 
and  away.  Also,  if  you’ve  met  some¬ 
body  who’s  on  the  rebound  from 
another  relationship,  be  careful.  Be¬ 
cause  what  they’ll  do  is  just  use  you  to 
deny  and  forget  their  loss  of  the  other 
person.  It’s  much  better  to  let  them  go 
through  a  period  of  grief.  Then,  if 
they’re  ready,  start  a  relationship  with 
them. 

ES:  It  sounds  like  there’s  a  lot  of  work 


to  making  a  lover  relationship  work, 
RP:  Straight  people  rely  on  the  culture 
for  their  relationships:  the  way  things 
ought  to  be.  Gay  people  have  to  make 
their  own  opportunities,  they  have  to 
experiment  for  themselves;  and  that’s 
sometimes  very  difficult,  because,  in 
the  course  of  things,  most  experiments 
are  failures.  And  there  are  many 
wonderful  gay  people  who’ve  never 
found  a  mate  for  themselves.  But  the 
experiments  which  are  successes  are 
wonderful^beyond  belief.  Maybe  some 
of  what  gay  people  have  learned  can  be 
systematized,  and  used  to  help  the  sad 
state  of  relationships  in  general.

No  Lies,  No  More,  Not  Now  is  a 
captivating  book  of  poetry  by  a  sen¬ 
sitive  and  extremely  talented  poet,  d 
pat  mattie  published  her  poems 
because  she  wanted  to  share  with 
other  women  her  process  of  coming 
out  —  the  struggles,  conflicts,  self¬ 
doubt,  and  the  self-awareness, 
courage,  fulfillment  and  joy.  She 
presents  a  moving  collection  of 
poems,  possessing  a  flowing,  lyrical 
quality.  When  reading  straigfft 
through,  as  suggested  by  d  pat,  the 


reader  journeys  with  the  poet 
through  the  experience  of  change  and 
growth.  The  skillful  blend  of  images, 
experiences  and  perceptions 
encourages  the  reader  to  relate  to 
and  interact  with  her  poetry. 

The  pre-coming  out  poem  describes 
the  mannequin-like,  plastic  existence 
of  a  person  not  in  control  of  her 
own  existence.

In  “Tomatoes  and  Green  Onions” 
d  pat  discovers  her  attraction  to 
another  woman,  only  to  realize  the 
absolute  taboo  society  places  on  such 
feelings.  She  was  married,  had  a 
child,  and  spent  fifteen  years  trying 
to  play  out  an  artificial  role. 
“Finders  Keepers”  explores  these 
roles. 

The  coming  out  poems  relate  _  to 
many  aspects  of  being  strong  and 
being  your  own  person.  They  also 
deal  with  the  very  human  traumas  of 
lesbian  relationships.  “To  Mark  on 
Moving  Day”  and  “No  Lies,  No 
More,  Not  Now”  poignantly  describe 
the  interaction  between  d  pat  and  her 
son  —  the  feelings  of  a  mother  who 
must  leave  an  uncomprehending  child 


with  his  father  and  who  later,  in  the 
second  .poem,  faces  the  fear  of  his 
rejection,  yet  has  the  courage  to  be 
honest.  “  how  do  you  feel?’  i  pry. 
‘i’m  /  not  sure  i  understand  how  or 
why  /  anyone  loves  anyone  else,’  you 
say,  /  ...  ’if  you’re  happy,  mom,  1 
that’s  all  that  counts.’” 

“The  Bath”  is  one  of  the  strongest 
poems  in  the  collection.  In  Part  I,  we 
see  the  twelve-year-old  child  Patsy 


who  is  told  to  “help  aunt  maggie  c 
of  her  bath  so  she  won’t  fall.” 
child  is  afraid.  “  ...  the  girl  cl 
wants  to  run  away  from  gray  / 
false  teeth,  sagging  /  .muscles 
She  tries  “  ...  to  ignore  pendulc 
breasts  hanging  /  over  waist  line 
eyes  seized  /  finally  by  a  mounc

the  album  comes  out 


The  commercialization  of  most 
musicians  pushes  them  out  to  a 
hungry  public,  pastes  their  arresting 
faces  on  billboards  and  glossed 
album  covers,  and  suggests  to  the 
buyer  fantasies  of  intimate  encounters. 
Linda  Langford  and  Janet  Hood 
(known  as  Jade  and  Sarsaparilla)  do 
not,  with  their  premier  album, 
compromise  with  commercialization. 
On  the  cover  they  turn  to  face  each 
other,  immediately  suggesting  that 
their  album  is  a  musical  re-creation 
of  their  personal  lifestyle.  The  music 
invites  you  to  share  their  lifestyle;  it 
does  not  put  it  up  for  sale. 

By  talking  with  Bill  Russell,  who 
maintains  the  dual  role  of  manager 
and  agent  to  Jade  and  Sarsaparilla,  I 
learned  the  history  of  the-  delightful 
duo. 

Initially,  they  passed  each  other  in 
the  musical  corridors  of  Oberlin’s 
Conservatory;  then,  by  coincidence, 
both  transferred  to  the  Boston  area: 
Linda  to  Boston  University  and 
Janet  to  Berklee  School  of  Music. 
They  began  living  together  as  room¬ 
mates  and  musical  colleagues  shortly 
after  their  arrival  in  the  city.  While* 
still  studying,  they  first  stepped  into 
the  stage  spotlight  with  a  group 
know  “regretfully”  (Bill  commented) 
as  the  Shady  Ladies.  Later  they  allied 
with  a  predominantly  male  band, 
Chapter  Five,  who  found  its  audience 
in  smoky  dating  bars.  I  suspect  that 
loud  conversations  and  the  clatter  of 
glasses  were  not  particularly  condu¬ 
cive  to  musical  excellence.  The  times 
were  difficult  and  often  disillusion¬ 
ing,  but  that  did  not  stop  the 
blossoming  of  their  relationship  into 
a  love  affair. 

Bill,  who  knew  the  women  at 
Oberlin,  was  in  Boston  under  similar 
professional  duress;  he  managed  the 
Proposition.  In  his  spare  time  he 
gave  feedback  during  their  rehearsal 
sessions.  It  was  at  his  sugggestion 
that  they  make  the  eventual  move  to

Patsy  flees  in  terror.  In  Part  II  Pat 
emerges  as  a  strong  self-confident 
woman  who  loves  and  respects  her 
woman’s  body,  “it  is  no  longer 
1975  /  but  1949  and  aunt  maggie  / 
says  ‘help  me,  child.’  but  /  today 
Patsy  won’t  run.  /  instead  pat  will 
dry,  dress  /  and  stride  out  the  door  / 
on  her  own,  free,  younger  /  and  less 
afraid  today  /  than  at  12.”

A  metamorphis  has  occurred 
and  the  inhibited,  .repressed,  unhappy 
woman  that  we  met  in  the  beginning 
of  the  book  has  been  transformed 
into  a  beautifully  integrated  human 
being  who  is  in  touch  with  herself 
and  her  reality,  and  is  finally  free  to 
love  and  be  loved.

sever  ties  with  Chapter  Five.  The 
women  were  uncomfortable,  perhaps 
skeptical  of  such  a  move,  but  his 
willingness  to  manage  them  provided 
the  emotional  support  they  needed. 
He  left  the  Proposition;  they  left 
Chapter  Five.  They  began  to  pack 
their  heavy  equipment  and  spend  the 
next  several  months  travelling  and 
performing  in  New  Hampshire  and 
Vermont.  Slowly  they  began  to  inject 
their  own  musical  pieces  among  a 
repertoire  of  popular  tunes.  They 
were  well  received  but  the  audience 
little  suspected  that  Linda  and  Janet 
sang  their  love  songs  to  one  another. 

They  soon  returned  to  Boston  and 
earned  their  first  appearance  at  a 
predominately  gay  bar,  Cabaret  After 
Dark.  The  audience  was  quick  to 
recognize  the  women  not  only  as 
adept  performers  but  musical  spokes- 
people  of  a  burgeoning  love  -affair. 
These  performances  became  the  axis 
of  change  for  them.  Their  relation¬ 
ship  became  an  integral  part  of  their 
music  and  similarly  the  music  itself 
became  thematically  more  centered 
on  the  relationship. 

Their  name  soon  became  as 
synonymous  to  Boston  as  Beacon 
Hill,  and  their  talent  pushed  open  the 
doors  of  some  of  the  most  prestigious 
performing  centers  in  the  city. 
Maureen  Boyce  at  the  J5heraton  Regal 
in  Hyannis  saw  their  financial  future 
as  a  prosperous  one.  She  designed 
with  them  their  own  performing 
room  at  the  Sheraton.  Later  she  - 
offered  to  back  their  first  album. 
Production  began  in  April  under  an 
independent  label  entitled 
Submaureen  Records.  They  first 
recorded  in  private  studios  but  were 
unable  to  produce  a  good  tape,  so 
they  went  to  New  York  City.  In  New 
York  they  worked  with  Steve  Tarshis, 
who  through  his  technical  ingenuity 
and  compassionate  understanding  of 
their  music,  brought  forth  the  first 
tape  to  parallel  the  quality  of  their 
public  appearances. 

The  disc  is  pressed  and  will  soon 
be  on  its  way  to  a  waiting  public.  It 
will  exemplify  the  versatility  and 
dynamics  of  Jade  and  Sarsaparilla. 
One  can  easily  be  drifted  into  the 
music  and  think  that  this  album 
represents  nothing  more  dramatic 
than  scores  of  new  releases,  but  what 
comes  out,  as  independently  impor¬ 
tant  as  the  music,  is  its  politics. 

To  pull  together  a  premier  album 
is  by  far  no  simple  task.  For  these 
women  the  problems  were  com¬ 
pounded.  The  musical  world,  like 
many  others,  is  clearly  a  male- 
.  dominated  one,  an  untoward  situa¬ 
tion  not  only  for  Jade  and  Sarsa¬ 
parilla  but  any  new  female  musician. 

I  flipped  the  cover  and  pulled  out 
the  paper  jacket  to  notice  that  most 
of  the  album  was  executed  by  males. 

Bill  Russell  remarked  that  reasons 
here  were  professional,  and  the 
-  development  of  the  album  did  not 


center  entirely  on  political  considera¬ 
tions.  Jade  and  Sarsaparilla  felt  that 
even  though  they  would  attempt  to 
give  women  as  many  opportunities  as 
possible,  they  could  not,  “sacrifice 
the  production  with  the  limitation  of 
sexual  gender  or  preference  ...” 
Bill  further  noted  that  “at  this  point 
in  time  there  did  not  appear  available 
women  musicians  able  and  sensitive 
•enough  to  accompany  them.”  He  felt  I 
that  the  success  of  this  album  will 
allow  more  time  to  seek  out  a 
woman-oriented  staff  and  will  further 
open  up  opportunities  for  women; 
not  only  as  musicians,  but  as  techni¬ 
cians  in  the  field  of  record  produc¬ 
tion. 

Listening  to  the  album  and  their 
performances,  I  feel  the  music 
becomes  an  invitation  to  a  private 
life.  In  light  of  their  eye  to  eye 
performing  technique,  they  have 
developed  a  style  that  som  emight 
find  at  the  most  to  be  egocentric,  yet 
for  me  and  obviously  many  others 
the  style  works,  and  splendidly  so.' 
The  album  captures  this  style,  and 
the  vitality  of  their  performances 
from  the  honky-tonk  piano  innuendoes 
in  “Gimme  a  Pigfoot”  to  the  almost 
medieval  chants  in  “I’d  Like  to  Be.” 
But  regardless  of  the  piece,  regard¬ 
less  of  the  lyrics,  each  sone  is  almost 
blushingly  intimate. 

The  lyrics  are  not  their  own,  but 
the  musical  interpretation  and  techni¬ 
cal  execution  are  clearly  theirs.  As 
the  first  velvet  notes  of  “Gonna 
Take  a  Miracle”  come  across  the 
speaker,  much  slower  than  the 
original,  one  can  feel  their  lips 


caressing  the  words,  and  the  tears  ol 
the  listener  come  slowly. 

Throughout  the  album  there  is  a 
cabaret  atmosphere.  Their  style  is  a 
unique  combination  of  Liza  Minelli’s 
Broadway  bravura  and  Melissa  Man¬ 
chester’s  soft  earthiness.  The  soft 
piano  prologues,  the  harmonic  repe¬ 
tition  of  chords,  and  the  New  York 
poems  that  Laura  Nyro  developed 
are  evident  in  their  musical 
technique. 

I  played  the  album  several  times, 
each  time  penning  my  thoughts.  “I 
Can’t  Stay,  I  Can’t  Go,”  was  clearly 
the  most  melodic  of  all  the  works. 
Intelligent  lyrics  and  an  exquisite 
musical  interpretation  make  it  the 
one  piece  that  can  conceivably 
become  the  success  of  the  album. 

My  one  problem  with  the  album 
was  its  wide  range  of  technical 
variety.  This  unfortunately  made  the 
album  seem  a  display  exercise  of 
talent  and  commercial  versatility.  The 
selections,  as  sequenced,  were  jumpy, 
and  if  I  were  imbibing  to  its  tunes  I 
would  hold  a  frosted  draft  in  one 
hand  to  toast  one  and  a  sherry  in  my 
other  hand  waiting  for  the  next. 

They  speak  to  one  another  through¬ 
out  the  album,  rarely  do  they  address 
the  audience.  This  style  is  avant- 
garde  at  best.  What  is  more  impor¬ 
tant  is  that  they  remain  professionally 
adept  and  deal  honestly  with  relation¬ 
ships  as  a  whole.  What  becomes  the 
thesis  is  not  that  they  are  two 
women,  lovers,  but  that  love  and  two 
people  expressing  that  love  is  uni¬ 
versal.
